Fifty years ago a lot of those people would 
become the Hired Man, on a farm, in Wilmington. 
They would earn a respectable living, and not 
be a burden to the taxpayer. We can think of 
half a dozen instances where our Wilmington 
farmers had hired men who p2>rhaps were not too 
bright mentally, but who could plow a straight 
furrow, and would get up in the morning before 
the days work was to begin, to milk the cows, 


without consulting the Union Steward about over | 


time. 
Perhaps the hired man was abused, but he ne- 
ver thought so, nor did the farmer.’ He was one 


of the family, he got his food and clothing, | 
and a few dollars besides, he was happy, and | 


taxes didn't go jumping. 

Maybe there is something to that. We don't 
know. The old Snow Plows have gone. The Hired 
Man has gone. And if our Neighbor lays one 
stone on another, or drives a nail straight he 
is a genius.

Leaving Diamond Lake, we tum 
ed the green Buick eastward, 
traveling by a different route 
in more mountainous country 
than when going west. Last 
night, we camped in the Crat- 
ers of the Moon National Monu- 
ment. Many square miles of 
crater cones and lava) flow 
that makes walking almost im- 
possible, It is supposed to be 
simular to the surface of the 
moon. If that is so, a trip to 
the moon hy rocket would give 
one a rather rough reception. 
To-day we arrived in Jackson 
Hole. Having been here before, 
many pleasant memories are re- 
called, One of the first peo- 
ple we met, was the cowboy 
guide we had had 3 years ago 
when we spent a week on pack 
trip into the Teton range.
